Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues on page that. Applicant 
argues on page 12 that NEDELEC does not teach a plurality of blowboxes however this is a newly added limitation that was not present in 
the examined claims. The applicant argues on page 1 3 that neither GULOTTA, JOHNSON '359, nor JOHNSON '246 teach a shaping bed 
with an arc of more than 90 degrees, however, NEDELEC is relied upon to teach this limitation. Applicant argues on page 14 that the glass 
does not strike an upper part of an idle roller while overturning, however, NEDELEC teaches that the half circle shaping bed comprises rods 
and counterrods (col. 7, lines 21-27), which indicates that the glass will roll past an upper counterrod which may be considered an idle roller 
and the rolling may be considered striking the rod. The glass sheet tilts when it contacts each of the rods and counterrods of the half-circle 
until it it completely overturned. The applicant argues on page 15 that the glass sheet is not overturned upon its release, however, since 
the glass would be upside down from its original orientation when it passes the final rods and counterrods, it is considered overturned upon 
its release. 
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
